Represents Oldest Class from 
Fjiculty of Science 

Another rtal alumnus completed a 
4,000'inilc "trip yesterday in order to 
register at the Centennial. Gultan 
Pickreing Rixford, of San Francisco, 
is a memKcr of the class of '64. He 
received a degree as a civil engineer. 
At the time engineering was 'not a 
separate department and inasmuch as 
Mr. Rixford was the only one left 
in his class for the fourth year, the 
professor in engineering was allowed 
to leave and the student sent to a 
downtown engineering office for one- 
half of e^ch day. While doing this 
work he helped to lay thé track on 
St.'Lawféncê Main street. He lef* 
Canada on the completion of his 
course at McGill after first passing a 
Quebec Surveying examination, and 
he left for California. Here for 
twenty-one year.s he was on the staff 
of the Evening Bulletin. In this ca- 
pacity he became interested in Agri- 
culture and in time he became so 
much engrossed in his avocation that 
it became his vocation; he imported 
Smyrna fifi cuttings to California and 
•thus started a large industry. 

Today he is connected with the 
Department o( Agriculture in Wash- 
ington and is one of the leading au- 
thorities in ihe world on plant breed- 
ing. 

Mr. RL-cford has two sons who arc 
prominent men in their professions; 
onr. Dr. Rixford, is a professor in 
the Lcland Stanford iJnivcrsity.-while 
the other, is an architect, who de- 
signed the Union Club in Victoria, 
B.C.. and was chosen to do a large 
hospital in the same city. 

When asked what changes he noted 
about tihc University, the old graduate 
said that the trees, which in the past 
fifty-seven years have grown, "made 
the most noticeable change on Mhc 
campus. . He also remarked that the 
band of men who arc carrying for- 
w.ird the work of registration deserve 
much credit.

LABORATORIES IN BUSINESS. 

"Every business, however small, should 
have a research laboratory of its own," 
said Charles F. Kettering, president of 
the General Motor Research Corpora- 
tion, Dayton, Ohio, speaking on "Les- 
sons we have learned in Industrial Sci- 
ence" before members of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce at an afsscmbly 
lunchebn. 

Mr. KctterinI explained that a re- 
search Hahoratory need not necessarily 
mean test lubes and intricate parapher- 
nalia, but simply some way, consistent 
with the size of the business of taibulat- 
ing the methods of iprocedurc in each 
branch of the concern's activities; in a 
word, finding out ju^st what is done in 
the cstablisl^ment, finding out the best 
way of carrying out each process, dis- 
covering standards of measurement for 
the product and finding out just how 
niudh machinery and apparatus in the 
establishment may be discarded bccausè 
non-productive. Mr. Kettering went at 
length into the activities of .\merican cn- 
Kincciis in the motor. industr>'. He as- 
cribed the enormous advance in the qua- 
lity of automobiles in recent years to the 
advance in method of measuring the 
parts of a machine, and the standard- 
izing of inspection' tests, with the re- 
sult that it is po.ssiblc to produce inter- 
cl«ngcable parts, even for dolioatc ad- 
jnstmcnts. now that it is possible, to 
measure these parts to one 2O,O00th of 
an inch liii workshop practice

MANY DOCTORS ARE 
- NEEDED IN CANADA 



Back at Old McGill— the almost' 
hallowed .scene of many an academic 
struggle, many a worry, many ' a tri- 
umph, and many, many an uproarious 
good time. It surely is great to be 
here; and yet for most of us this 
home-coming is a bit different . from 
what we had vaguely anticipated. 
True, the old place is in a general 
way the same as when we left it at 
the close of those great undergradu- 
ate days, memories of which come 
flooding back. There have been, 
however, many minor alterations, 
substitutions and changes which, 
while insignificant individually, col- 
lectively constitute a certain atmos- 
phere of strangeness which is dis- 
concerting. 

For instance, what of the keeper's 
lodge and its faithful companion of 
many years, the grand oversprcadng 
maple — both gone — a deficiency 
which puzzles you cwn before you 
enter the grounds. 

And Jimmie — what of dapper, 
friendly little Jimmie. the grounds 
man, cycling hither and thither, 
gonel 

And what of the ancient wooden 
bleachers which lined the western side 

of the Campus? Gone also; to com- 
ply with a better and more modern 
plan it is true — but nevertheless gone 
and one looks for them in vain. 

But there is at least one old friend 
—one to whom even the oldest af 
us can look back. The Old Arts 
Building— landmark of the Century — 
looks a welcome Avhich is reassuring 
and in great measure counteracts 
th.it unpleasant feeling of being in 
your own home, but among strang- 
ers. 

But even the Old Arts Building 
— unaltered as to exterior and much 
the same as ever in all its illogical 
ramblings — has seen changes. 
Dean Moyse, who for forty years 
welcomed, influenced and bade, fare- 
well to successive generations of 
students, is no longer in his accus- 
tomed place. Dr. John ^fc^«augh- 
ton — the inimitable — has ceased to 
stamp his indelible mark upon the 
memories of McGill freshmen. 

Several dynasties of janitors have 
risen and passed, and the figure now 
arrayed in brass-buttoned grey is' 
unfamiliar. 

.\ puzzled enquiry as to 'the loca- 
tion of the Law Faculty elicits the 
information that it shares a build- 
ing on University Street, with the 
.■\ffiliaitcd Theological . Colleges — 
strange bedfellows, truly, if one ac- 
cepts the popular conception of both 
professions. 

So you see there has been change 
even in that which has been pro- 
verbially immutable, the Law. 

The Principal's Office, together 
with those of the Bursar and the Reg- 
istrar have likewise undergone trans- 
formation and the first two 'have new 
occupants. ■ Though the shades of 
Sir William Dawson and Sir William 
Peterson still hover paternally over 
all.;>wHich is itruly McGUian,, the com-

study of medical 
Canada was made in 
rnnneB MBHw mh' the Rockteller gift to 
.Gana^un'^M^cal Schools in 1919. 
This study was undertakcii aS a basis 
for dividing the appropriation among 
the nine medical schools in Canada. 
From this a fairly clear picture of the 
situation in ithe IJominion was ob- 
tained. . It was found that the coun- 
try fell into more or less distinct 
medical areas the capitals of which 
are Edmonton, Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax. 

It is estimated ithat Canada needs 
three hundred new doctors each year. 
Existing medical schools are fully 
capable of meeting this need. The 
obvious necessity is to increase the 
resources of the sitrategically placed 
schools. The study once made, tihe 
facts seemed to indicate clearly the 
institutions to be aided. Each was 
asked to prepare its own plan for 
future growth. Towards the realiza- 
tion of such plans the Rockfeller 
Foundation gave five million dollars 
The Medical School of McGill was 
given a tnillion for endowment in 
connection with a plan which called 
for more than an equal sum for new 
buildings and other improvenficnts 
Toronto University, for its notkble 
medical school, was also voted a mil 
lion toward a total to which the Pro 
vincia! Government and friends of 
the University contributed. The Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, Winnipeg and 
Dalhousie University, Halifax, each 
received half a million. 

The medical school of the Univer- 
sity of Montreal was given an equal 
amount for its prc-medical course 
The former institution is a Provin- 
cial University, which has close rcla 
lions with an experiment in rural 
hospitals and public health. 

In addition to trhe three millions al 
ready appropriated, the Foundation 
set aside two millions for Canadian 
Medical Education. The interest on 
this sum, pending the distribution of 
the principal, will be devoted to an 
nual subsidies, fellowships and other 
forms of aid. These gifts are all in 
American currency, which means an 
addition of ten 'percent to the value

S.C.A. REPLACES 
FOBMEp.M.C'A: 

Explanation to Grade of the 
Change in Title. 

Many^o'f the graduates who have been 
registering at Strathcona Hall have per- 
haps 'jvopdered at the three letters, S. 
C. A., whitih appear prominently in the 
building whercever.the old familiar four, 
Y. M. C. À., used tto be. It may have 
oocured' to a Ifew to inquire. t»ut the ma- 
ority 'have probably been so busy renew- 
ing old acquaintainces and going through 
the complicated processed attendant upon 
unravelling ithe mysteries of the enig- 
tnatic booklet of tickets handed to them, 
that they., never even gav(e the gld insti 
tuition a thought. 

Last spring the directors of the Y. M. 
C. A., o£ McGill University. severed all 
connection wfith thç^ MetropoUtaiii Y. M, 
C. A., electing to throw in their. lot with 
the Students Chniisitian Movement of 
Canada which is in tunt allied to a 
world-wide body of students wiio are 
searching for truth. T'hus the three 
letters S. C, A. replace the famiUar reel 
triangle at McGill. 

But in making tliis change the direc 
tor.9 of the organization, with the ad 
vice and consent of their advisory 
board, terminated an agreement with 
the Metropolitan Board of the Y. M, C 
.\., whereby they formerly were granted 
a considerable sum of . money from the 
Metropolitan funds. This, coupled with 
expenses incident to making the change 
from one association to the other, has 
placed the finances of the new iwdy in 
a precarious condition tO' .begin with. 
Faced with. her share of . the .national 
budget of the S. C. M„ trying to keep 
pace with the calls upon her treasury 
engendered by expansion within the uni- 
versity and the increase in service 
placed at the disposal of the undergrad- 
uates, the Hall is forced to appeal to its 
friends for assistance. 

It is imî)crative that Strathcona Hall 
raise between four and five thousand 
dol'lars this year to meet expenses. The 
undergraduates will ne.xt week be asked 
to furnish a fair share of this amount 
but they cannot be expected to supply it 
all. There are among the graduates here 
many friends of the old Y. M. C. A„ 
who should be interested in the new or 
ganization.

lier df the year. At «he end of the year 
ie «cries, froro Princiapl Peterson to 
«TevHle Norton ^v^ns,'was published in 
pamplilelt now rare and prized byond 
Urice by those whp^îgSjiit; From the 
.popularity of tJie new ^Otitiook" and 
^ sales of tite ««rteons, lihe year ended 
vith a (surplus in the Treasury. The 
ask of tiie nefw editor was easy. He 
lad an «stablisiied institution, an en;

TTWs morning tiie second editor of the 
new ^utlook" visited part of the dun 
ieoat of the Arts Building that,s«rved 
M editorial sanctum and 'harboiir of re- 
fuge from exigent prinierts. Tonight he 
•its in the offices of the "McGill Daily" 
^fisipacious, orderly, productive. He is 
proud of many, things in this Reunian, 
but of none more than that he can claim 
a phce in tiie line of ^IcGill' i situdent 
r.editors and a part of the traidition the 
•'Daily" sustains. 



tocontinuc publication.^ I«ring the 
next year the paper was edited oddly 
enough, but very eflKciently, by a 
Science student, W. A. Cassells— com- 
monly known as "Silver Cas", a fam- 
ous hockey player, an excellent stud- 
ent, and a gifted journalist. The 
year's results, however, from a com- 
mercial point of view, were disap» 
pointing. The Council decided to dis- 
continue publication. 

During the following summer two 
students who had the interests of the 
University at heart evolved an idea 
which made possible the continued 
existance of "The Daily." They sold 
to »n Advertising Agency the adver- 
tising space of the paper for a suffi- 
cient !sum to pay for the printing of 
the paper. On these terms it was 
an easy matter to secure the consent 
of the Council to continue publication 
and the late Allan Oliver, Arts; 'IS, 
was made editor-in-chief. Ah efficient 
body of assistants were easily seeur»^ 
cd and publication of "The Daily" ha^' 
been continued without serious inter* 
rqption sncc'that time. 



Today "The Daily" is so much a 
McGill institution that students are 
perhaps to be pardoned for accepting 
it as an accepted fa'cl, and are -prone 
to overlook the effort which was re- 
quired to establish the paper. 
The father of "The Daily" was 
The Martlett." Tihis was a weekly, 
chiefly literary, and to a limited ex- 
tent only a news organ. 

The man who Ayas .chiefly respon- 
.rfbic for the' establishment and suc- 
COM of "The Daily" was William 
Ewart Gladstone Murray, Arts 1912, 
Rhodes Scholar, athlete and leader of 
the Literary and Debating Society. 
Murray ^rrounded himself with a 
number^ . of; «tuden^ whose experience 
fn jouhiattsm was more theoretical 
than practical. Thèy had however the 
highest of adeals — the portrayal of all 
eal TJniyeriity news in ithe best and 
plainest possible manner. From the 
irst "The Daily" was a success— from 

KjÇ^^'lî?$l!'..J>?Î5t/.P.f Y'*!^' . Finan- 
tally the result was another matter. 
AdverlisinB for a new and tintried 
publication was difficult to procure. 

iHfflSCeTer,.. the Students' Council, 
^^hféfi-hsd just been created, decided 



Ati old gnaduatc immersed deeply 
in his cups insisted upon continuous 
relation of what he termed the best 
anecdote McGill- journalists had ever 
perpetrated. Years ago, when McGill 
students were still in strained rela^ 
tidns with the police force, and stu- 
dents wore gowns à la Paris at lec- 
tures, in 'the damp recesses of the 
Arts building basement a large fungus 
was discovered growing merrily and 
living a joyous life in spite of the 
fact that above compulsory Latin 
was rampant and examinations came 
each year just when the leaves be- 
gan to bud and the thoyghts of young 
men turned to pleasantcr things than 
the binomial theorem and the law'of 
diminishing returns. The McGill 
Martlet, of revered memory, was then 
still pursuing its 4iectic career. A 
bright member of its staff, hearing of 
the discovery of the six-foot fungus 
in the basement of the Arts building, 
remarked journalistically that it was 
a pity the search was no't continued 
upstairs in the Faculty room.

Will <lo ^e reinember seeing Bill 
dash off a priceless editorial on the 
back oif an envelope with one foot rest 
in comfortably on the "third rail" in téie 
old Savoy i>ar.
